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AVALANCHE  COMES  OFF  BEST  SEASON  EVER 


To  say  Avila's  basketball  team  is  coming  off  a good  year  would  be  understating  the  case.  The  Avalanche 
finished  the  year  with  an  18-12  record  and  a berth  in  the  District  16  playoffs.  The  18  victories  were  the  most 
ever  recorded  in  the  school's  six-year  involvement  in  basketball. 

The  Avalanche  were  consistantly  rated  in  the  District's  top  eight  and  were  stationed  near  the  top  spot 
throughout  most  of  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  campaign. 

Highlighting  last  year's  performances  was  a five-game  winning  streak  capped  with  a victory  over  NCAA 
Division  I Southern  lllinois-Edwardsville  in  the  UMKC  tournament.  Last  year  also  saw  Avila  win  its  own  classic 
for  the  second  year  in  a row  and  defeat  perennial  NAIA  power  Marymount  for  the  first  time  in  a thrilling 
87-75  triumph  in  Municipal  Auditorium. 

Avila's  success  last  year  was  somewhat  of  a surprise  considering  they  played  1 1 games  without  the  services 
of  center  Eric  Talmadge,  who  did  not  become  eligible  until  the  second  semester,  and  Baxter  Jones,  who  suffered 
a pair  of  serious  injuries.  Both  Talmadge  and  Jones  return  for  full  seasons  in  1980-81  as  do  seven  other  veterans. 

Included  in  the  returnees  is  Mark  Hatchett,  who  became  Avila's  first  ever  District  16  first  team  representative. 
Hatchett,  only  a sophomore  last  season  by  scholastic  standards,  played  like  a seasoned  veteran  holding  down  one 
of  the  forward  positions. 

Also  among  the  key  returnees  are  Mike  Moran,  who  started  at  forward  in  every  game  last  year  and  Orvstin 
Candler  a main  factor  coming  off  the  bench.  Avila  recruited  three  guards  in  the  off-season  to  give  relief  to 
returnees  Darrek  Porter  and  Ted  Melton,  with  newcomers  Bob  Harbin,  Jim  Donnelly  and  Scott  Friedman  adding 
depth  to  the  guard  corps.  All  of  the  newly  acquired  guards  are  capable  of  putting  points  on  the  board  from 
long  range. 

Also  returning  for  another  season  is  Fred  Haney,  who  played  an  important  role  in  relieving  Talmadge,  and 
Marvin  Sellers  who,  as  a freshman,  competed  in  27  games  including  starting  duty  while  Jones  was  shelved  with 
injuries. 

This  also  marks  the  first  full  season  in  Mabee  Fieldhouse  and  with  that  comes  the  first  time  the  Avila  players 
have  a place  they  can  call  "Home".
